In Phone Poll 


There has been a surprisingly 
heavy response to the official poll 
peing conducted in Andover by the 
telephone division of the State De- 
partment of Public Utilities, it was 
reported yesterday morning. The 
poll stated that all answers had 
to be returned in seven days, and 
it is expected that the results will 
be forthcoming shortly. Those who 
have not sent intheir replies yet 
are urged to do so immediately. 


The ballot gave Andover sub- 
scribers an opportunity to choose 
one of two systems: the present 
plan under which a charge of five 
cents is made for each call to 
Lawrence, Methuen or North An- 
dover, or a proposed plan under 
which the basic rates are in- 
creased (but there is) unlimited 
service to and from the large num- 
ber of phones on the Lawrence ex- 
change. ‘The basic increase is 50 
cents on one and two-party lines, 
25 cents on four-party lines, and 
2.50 on business phones. 

Investigators from the depart- 
ment have been checking up with 
Lawrence business firms whose 
rates would be increased 50 cents. 
This investigation, which has been 
under way for two weeks, is still 
continuing.

Steam Roller

Water Depletion 


Bothers Boards 


The Board of Public Works 
called in the town finance commit- 
tee, the selectmen and the direc- 
tors of the Taxpayers’ Association 
Monday evening to ask their ad- 
vice on water rates. The Board’s 
quandary arose from the recent ac- 
tion by a local firm in shifting 
from ammonia cooling to cooling 
by town water, the result being the 
depletion of the town water supply 
by the amount of 400,000 gallons 
a day. It was estimated if two 
other large firms in town did the 
same thing, there’d be no water 
left for domestic consumption. As 
it is now, the Board has had sev- 
eral requests for meters for farm 
irrigation which they have turned 
down because of the drain on the 
system. 

It was suggested that the rates 
be raised. No definite action was 
taken, however, and another meet- 
ing is to be held next week.

The Sanctuary 


A Sermonette by the Rev. Elton E. Smith 


“When I went into the sanc- 
tuary of God, then I under- 
stood... .”’ Psalm 73. 


Can anyone but a hermit re- 
main sane in these days? The 
morning newspaper tells us that 
peace negotiations are under 
way; the afternoon radio broad- 
cast denies any such possibility. 
One national leader presses 
home the great peril to our 
land; another assures us that 
we are absolutely safe. In- 
vasion is labelled “protection”; 
ex-presidents are called “the 
foe of democracy.” 


Nowhere can one find cer- 
tainty, except perhaps at the 
corner drug store, where all the 
boys know just exactly what 
“Hitler is going to do next.” 


Does the Church have any 
significant message for today? 
Consider, if you will, the words 
of the Psalmist placed at the 
head of this article. He, too, 
was confused, bitter, a seeker 
with unlighted lantern. But 
then the entered the sanctuary, 
and he understood. Does that 
last word seem queer to you? 
Yet it is deeply true. Not “then 
I felt better,” or ‘then I forgot 
my troubles’—but “then I un- 
derstood.” 


It is a significant truth that 
understanding does elude the 
seeker, just as long as he re- 
mains in the thick of the fight. 
We are all too implicated in the 
chaos of the “here and now” to 
be able to gain a heartening 
glimpse of the essentials in the 
struggle, much less of the dis- 
tant future. Our hearts drag us 
into the confused arena even be- 
fore we have quite decided 
which of the strugglers there are 
friend and which are foe. In 


the heat of the day our m 
are all too ready to be saete 
into believing the dictates of 
the heart. But then comes a 
quiet moment, a calm jn the 
universal tumult, and we must 
then answer the insistent ques- 
tions “Why?” and “Whither?” 
and “How?” Then it is that we 
need to enter the Sanctuary of 
God, for real understanding jg 
the product of worship. It re. 
quires the same devotion, self. 
lessness, purity that the adora- 
tion of God requires. The wor: 
ship of God in truth, is mone 
other than this everlasting 
search for the higher under- 
standing of the mixed motives 
and deeds of men. 

Only the sanctuary of God can 
reveal Him “standing in the 
shadow, keeping watch over His 
own.” The Church alone among 
human institutions can reveal 
the vision of all of history 
moving toward one divine con- 
summation which is none other 
than the Kingdom of God. Only 
by seeing with the eyes of God 
can we “make sense” out of in- 
ternational catastrophe, the 
shipwreck of human idealism, 
universal fratricide. May we, en- 
tering into the sanctuary, come 
to an understanding of the fol- 
lies of men in the light of the 
deep things of God. 

“Let us put by some hour of 
every day 
For holy things!—

Wherein to hold rapt converse 
with the soul, 
From sordidness and 
sanctuary, 

Swept by the winnowing of un- 
seen wings,

working, a strike was called, halt- 
ing production. Finally there came 
action: the army was sent in, and 
shortly afterward there happened 
something which confirmed the sus+ 
picions of a good many Americans.
